Born 
in Buffalo, N. Y., Miss Folsom, with 
her parents, Who accepted the Mor- 
mon faith in i841, went to Nauvoo, 
III., in 1842. In 1846, when the Saints 
were driven out of Nauvoo, the Fol- 
soms went with them to Keokuk, Ia. 
and then to Connell Bluffs. In 1860 
they crossed the plains to Salt Lake. 
Miss Folsom, then only 22 vears old, 
met Brigham Young that year and in 
1863 became his wife. Tall. stately and 
queenly in appearance, site not only 
appealed to Young reply. but domi- 
nated him, and for her erected the 
magnificent Amelia Palace, still stand- 
ing. She died firm in defense of the 
Mormon faith. Mre. Folsom took a 
prominent part in the Utah movement 
for woman’s suffrage and twenty years 
ago was one of a women's committee to 
visit the national capital in the interest 
of the movement.

Find Way From San Francisco to 
Port Townsend After Being Con- 
fined For Fourteen Months.

As the end drew near the mind ot the 
poet seemed to turn more and more to 
the future and the eternal. “I be- 
lieve,” he sald, that God reveals Him- 
self in every individual soul; and my 
idea of heaven is the perpetual minis- 
try of one soul to another.” 

Several times during the last few 
days of Tennyson's life he called for 
his Shakespeare, and they brought him 
the volume or volumes containing 
“Lear,” “Cymbeline,” and “Troilus and 
Cressida.”

STOCK QUARANTINE. 


One of Santa Barbara Channel Is- 
lands Will Probably be Chosen by 
Government as Animal Hospital. 
SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 13.—One

tion for government stock shipped from 
the Philippines to America. To re-
